CHICAGO, Oct. 29.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) Chicago today was over- 
whelmed with sorrow and shame. Her 
citizens mourn for the man who stood 
closer to the people’s heart than any 
other who has lived or died within her 
boundary lines, or has been in any way 
connected with the city’s growth and 
progress. The feeling of shame is 
that just at the close of the greatest 
and most glorious period of her muni- 
cipal history, just at the dawn of a 
brighter period than she has ever be- 
fore experienced, the dark crime of 
murder should leave a red blot on her 
record. From all ranks and conditions 
of men there comes but one voice, and 
it is that of grief. 

Carter Henry Harrison was, without 
question, the most popular man among 
the residents of Chicago. He had more 
of the spirit of audacity, endurance 
activity characteristic of Chicago than 
any other man. The feeling of sorrow 
is not stronger than the mortified 
civic pride which burdens them down. 
There may be for Chicago days of 
greater pride or higher glory than she 
has yet beheld; there can never be a 


day of greater grief or more poignant 
sorrow.

THE INQUEST HELD. 


Prendetgast, the is Charged With 
Murder. 

‘CHICAGO, Oct. 29.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The inqhest on the body cf 
Mayor Harrison was held today at his 
late residence. Except for a technical 
description of the wounds, but little 
new was elicited. The verdict was in 
accordance with the’ facts, and recom- 
mended that Prendergast be held for 
murdér until discharged ~~ due pro- 
cess of law. 

Preridergast was present at the in- 
quest, but maintained a stolid indiffer- 
ence, except when attracted by the 
presence of Mrs. Chalmers. He asked 
if she were Mrs. Harrison, and sid 
that he wanted to tell her that he was 
sorry for her trouble. 

The jHarrison residence was thronged 
with sorrowing friends all day, and 
the sidewalks in the vicinity were im- 
passible. The members of the family 
denied admission to all but intimate 
friends. All of them bore up bravely 
under the terrible affliction, the real 
significance of which could hardly be 
realized by them. Miss Howard, the 
late Mayor's fiancee, although pros- 
trated by the shock, rested quietly dur- 
ing the day. 

Telegrams and letters of sympathy 
in great numbers were received frcein 


the public and private friends of the| 


late Mayor in various parts of the 
country. Secretary of State Gresham 
telegraphed from Washington his sin- 
cere sympathy. 

At the request of Mrs.‘Potter Palmer, 
the reception in her honor by the na- 
tional commissioners, to be given to- 
morrow evening, has been postponed in- 
definitcly on account of the tragic death 
of the Mayor. The farewell reception 
of the French commissioners is also 
postponed. The number of societies’ 
meetings are legion, and the family } 
is literally overwhelmed with copies of 
the resolutions adopted. Ex-President 
Harrison telegraphed from Indianapolis: 
“My daughter joins me in offering full- 
est sympathy in your appalling sor- 
row.”’ . Messages of condolence have 
been received from Henry Irving and 
the Japanese . commissioners to the 
Fair. 

Arrangements for the funeral of the 
urdered mcn will not be made until 
fter’ the special meeting of the City 
Council tomorrow. It, however, has 
been decided that the obsequies wii) 
take place on Wednesday. Mayor Har- 
rison's body will lie in state at least 
one day in the City Hall. The active 
pall-bearers will be eight police captains. 
The honorary pall-bearers include Hon. 
Thomas. W. Palmer, H. N. Higgin- 
botham, Gen. Nelgon A. Miles, ex-Gov. 
Oglesby, Judge Trumbull, Gen. Fitz- 
simmons, P. D. Armour, ex-Mayors 
Roche, Medill and Washburn. 

Seldom has anything awakened such 
deep sorrow among the residents of 
Chicago as the death of Mr. Harrison.

They 
were handed him, but the local pages 
containing the story of the crime were 
not given him, and he quickty-asked for 
an account of the murder, He read 
it in a mechanical manner, and then 
said: “I did my duty.” 

“Did Harrison say anything to you 
when you met him in the house?” was 
asked. 

“No; I drew my revolver and fired.

Spaniards in Danger at 
Melilla. 


A Panic Caused by Gen. Mar- 
galla’s Death. 


Desperate Fighting on Friday 
and Saturday. 


Excitement Prevails at the rts 
ish Capital. 


The Austrian Premier Must Resign — The 
Russians Leave Toulon and the English 
Spezzia — The Peruvian Cabinet 
Crisis—Prussian Elections. 


By Telegranh ta The Times. 
MADRID, Oct. 29.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) The battle on yester- 


day and Friday night about the 
trenches before Melilla, and which was 
exclusively cabl to the Associated 


Press, resulted in the death of Gen. 
Margalla, who commarded the Spanish 
troops. This has caused a profound 
sensation here. The Spaniards were 
amazed at the courage shown by ihe 
Moors. In the face of a terrible fire, 
the Moors charged, recklessly driving 
the Spaniards before them, and cut the 
telephone and telegraph wires. 

The Moors again attacked, with the 
intention of cutting off the retreat of 
the Spaniards. 
undoubtedly have been successful had 
it not been for the skillful manner in 
which the guns of the Spanish warship 
Venacito were handled. The Spaniards 
rétrezted inside the forts. The Moors, 
rogardless of danger, succeeded in en- 
tering the Spanish trenches, capturing 
two modern field pieces and a supply of 
ammuniticn. 

The Moors, unable to withstend an 
e.ttrxzck of cold steel in the hands of 
the Spanish soldiers, began to retreat. 
The Spaniards directed their attack 
against those Moors who had captured 
two .guns, and who had been using 
them freely against the forts and war- 
ships. 

Nothing seemed to stand before the 


charge of the Estremadura regiment, 


end the battal'on of soldiers who were 
undergoing punishment for breaches of 
military law. They pressed onward, 
bayonetting the Moors who made any 
stand, . and managed .to recover two 
field pieces. During the pan'‘c which 
followed the death of Gen. Margalla, 
the Moors succceded in carrying off the 
body of the Spanish commancer, and it 
was this more than anything e!se 
enabled the Spanish officers to rally 
their men and make the charge which 
drove the Mocrs from the trenches. 

During the rush onward of the Span- 
ish troops detachment pursued the 
Moors. who were carrying away the 
general's body, and, after a desperate 
hand-to-n wad flict the Spaniarus suc- 
ceeded in recovering the body of their 
late commander, and eventually es- 
corted it into Melilla. No systematic 
pursuit of the Moors was attempicd, 
owing to the insufficient force of sol- 
diers at Fort Calriagas, but it is under- 
stood that Ger. Ortegu ts making prep- 
arations to take terriDie vengeance 
upon the Moors for the death of Gen. 
Margalla, when he has enough men 
under his command to be able to make 
a movement in force enough to chas- 
tise the Moors. 

When the steamer brought the above 
details of the battle to Malaga, firing 
was still proceeding, and it is re- 
perted that the Moors had made an- 
other attack upon. the Spanish troops. 
Gen. Ortega is known to have sent @n 
urgent dispatch asking for reinforce- 
ments, and expressing inability to do 
any more than hold his own until re- 
inforced by a large body of troops. 
Spain is now making war preparations 
on a very large scale, which will tax 
the resources of the government to the 
A monster demonstration was 
held here today. Crowds paraded the 
strects, bearing a banner and singing 
patriotic songs, doing everything pos- 
sible to urge the government to hurry 
forward reinforcements to Melilla, in 
order that the loss suffered by the 
Spaniards may be promptly avenged. 

Additional dispatches were received 
this evening, which say fighting was 
continued today, and it is rumored

there has been a serious loss of life, 


The situation of the Spaniards is said 
to be growing desperate. Gen. Campos, 
commander-in-chief of the Spanish 
forces, advises the government to 
promptly issue an order for the mobili- 
zation of all the reserve troops in Spain. 
A crowd of people, excitéd by the 
rumors in circulation,. made an attack 
upon the civil governor in Puerto del 
Sol, causing the governor to. take 
refuge in the bureau of the Minister of 
the Interior, where the men at the 
door were severely beaten by the angry 
crowd.

Artesian Wells. 

The press of the Western part of the 

country is handling Maj. Powell with- 

ve out gloves on account of his remark- 

able statements at the Irrigation Con- 

gress, when he took such a depressing 

view of the possibilities of irrigation. 

The major believes —or professes to be- 

lieve—that all the water available for 

irrigation throughout the West has al- 

ready been appropriated, This is a 

view the subject which is, of course, 

very tisfactory to corporations and 

individuals who own large amounts of 

arid lands, but it would be bad news, 

if it were true, to those who are 100k- 

ing for homes in the arid regions, 

which is about the only section left 

where Uncle Sam still has land for 
the settler. 

There is one point about these state- 
ments of Maj. Powell which appears 
to be overlooked. He did not appar- 
ently make any calculation on artesian 
water, which is found so plentifully in 
many sections where its presence had 
not previously been suspected. In this 

_country more attention has hitherto 
been given to irrigation by means of 
surface streams than to boring for a 
subterranean supply. In view of re- 
cent success more artesian wells will 
probably be bored from now on. Even 
in that desolate region, the Colorado 
Desert, the Southern Pacific Company 

has succeeded in finding artesian water 
near Indio. 

It is not only in the United States 
that artesian wells have been success- 
fully sunk on a large scale. Artesian 
well-boring has met with such marked 
success in Australia that it actually 
seems a possibility to convert a vast 
tract of the interior into fertility for 
general farming, where at preent it is 
only fitted to feed one sheep on four or 
five acres. Government geologists have 
explored the island continent, and have 
now determined that a great artesian 
basin lies between the gulf country of 
Queenslanti and the Barrier Ranges of 
South Australia, and between the Blue 
Mountains in the east and .the center 
of ‘ the continent in the west. New 
South Wales is believed to have of this 

- area no less than 40,000 square miles, 
and there are altogether 100 wells bored, 
which are yielding from depths of 1000 
feet a constant flow of water in great 
volume, and at such pressure that the 
spouts rise many feet into the air. 
Queensland has over one hundred bores, 
and all the tapping in South Australia 
has thus far been successful. Victoria 
has not succeeded in obtaining subter- 
fanean supplies, but it has good sys- 
tems of river irrigation, and these thay 

be extended. 
The cost of borifig artesian wells is 
comparatively small, and it is often not 
“yy necessary to go to any great depth. In 
the Antelope Valley a large number 
of wells have been sunk and large 
quantities of water obtained at an 
average depth of 100 feet. In that val- 
ley a very economical system of boring 
: has been adopted by means of which a 

\ well can be sunk in a day at a cost of 

not more than $1 a foot. What the 
possibilities of an artesian well are at 
its best may be seen at the wonderful 
well of Gen. Bouton, near Long Beach, 
which the delegates to the congress re- 
cently’ visited. 

One great advantage of artesian wells 
over the ordinary system of irrigation 
by canals is the fact that a farmer 
may in this manner be entirely inde- 
pendent of any water company. With 
a good flowing artesian well on the 
highest point of his land the rancher 
is indeed independent. He owns not 
only the land, but also the water, with- 
out which most of the land in this sec- 
tion is of very little use. As instances of 
what may done by means of arte- 
Sian wells in this section may be men- 
tioned Riverside and Pomona, which 
places draw their chief supply from 

' wells. The city of San Bernardino has 
aleo, until recently, been supplied in 
this manncr. A Chiééigo eyndicate has 
just bought several thousafid acres of 

land noar Perris, which it proposes to 


irigate by means of artesian wells. In 
view of the remarkable success which 
has attended the search for artesian 
water in Southern California it is some- 
what strange that more wells have not 
been bored in sections which are not 
how provided with artesian wells 


The Cost of Living. 

The department presided over by the 
United States Commissioner of Labor 
4s a omall affair compared with the cen- 
sus bureau, yet it manages to accom- 
plish a large amount of work and to 


Tset its returns before the public within 


a& reasonable space of time. The sec- 
ond volume of the seventh annual re- 
port of the commissioner, which has 
just been published, contains a large 
amount of useful information. 

In the sixth annual report informa- 
tion was published in relation to the 
cost of living, size of families, etc., in 
the iron, steel and cognate industries. 
In the seventh report the same inves- 
tigation has been continued and made 
to include the cotton, woolen: and glass 
industries. The data made use of were 
collected: from 5284 families, represent- 
ing 27,577 persons, the size of the aver- 
age family being 5.22. Much that was 
especially valuable in the former re- 
port has been incorporated for the sake 
of comparison in the later report. 
Enough cognate statistics relating to 
foreign countries are introduced to 
show relative difference in many par- 
ticulars between the condition of labor- 


ers here and abroad. A study of 
the tables relating to the cotton 
industry reveals many ~ interesting 


and important facts, some of which are 
more or less surprising. For instance, 
the average number of children for 
each family at work in the cotton in- 
dustry in the United States is 2.4, while 
in Europe it is only 2. Again, the aver- 
age number of children at school for 
each family in America, comprehended 
by the report, is 1.8, while in Europe it 
is 1.9. In the United States 1.8 children 
per family neither work nor go to 


school, while in Europe these~stay-at- 
gnomes number only 1.6. 


The average 
American family in this industry is 3.5, 
and the average European family, 3.1. 
These figures are very suggestive, and 
indicate weak points in our educational 
and industrial system to which we 
should immediately give our attention. 

The other comparisons to be drawn 
from the volume are much more favor- 
able to the United States, and, with 
scarcely any exception, show that the 
condition of the cotton operative in 
America is decidedly superior to that 
of the operative abroad. His income is 
greater and he enjoys more of the com- 
forts of life’. Except in the United 
States labor is more highly paid in En- 
gland than in any other country, and 
yet the difference between the Ameri- 
can and British wages is very great. 
This difference is not compensated, 
as some have claimed, by cheaper 
living in England. The total annual 
expenditure of the cotton operative 
fwor his family here is $610.61, or 
$47.15 less than his income. In England 
it is $502.13, or $54.01 less than his in- 
come. 

The study of this volume cannot fail 
to convince any impatftial searcher after 
information that, in spite of the compe- 
tition which has been 80 greatly in- 
creased of late years by indiscriminate 
immigration, the American working- 
man still possesses many great advan- 
tages over the laborers of all other na- 
tions. How long these advantages will 
prevail in case we continue to keep our 
gates open to the pauper labor of 
Europe is another question. 


The Purity of the Press. 

Over a hundred good women met a 
few days ago in San Francisco and for 
several hours discussed “The Purity of 
the Press.”” It was decided to create 
an organization that should be general 
throughout the State and appeal to the 
editors asking their co-operation. 

We take pleasure in crediting these 
ladies with the very best of intentions, 
but, like many more of their well-mean- 
ing sisters, they fail to properly master a 
Situation before they proceed to at- 
tempt to demolish it. First of all, the 
fact must be recognized that a news- 
paper ‘‘as is a newspaper,’ is a mirror 
of passing events, and should give all 
the news that happens, good bad and in- 
different, without fear or favor. Of 
course, is is not necessary for a news- 
paper to enlarge upon filthy or immoral 
details. Few leading papers do this, 
although it must be admitted that there 
are some which appear to cater too 
much to the depraved tastes of what 
we hope is only a small portion of 
their readers. The average American 
newspaper of today aims to give its 
readers an account of everything that 
happens in this world of ours during 
the previous twenty-four hours, in as 
interesting and decent a manner as pos- 
sible. In doing this, of course matters 
have to be described which are not 
pleasant reading or encouraging to 
those who aim at the betterment of 
fnankind, yet to omit these matters al- 
tegether would be a breach of’ faith 
with the readers of the paper, and 
would destroy their confidence in that 
publication as a paper which prints the 
news. Another phase of the question 
which should not be lost sight of is that 
to suppress these records of crime and 
vice would frequently be just what the 
depraved and vicious ask. How often 


do they not come to a newspaper office 
and ask that the record of their unlaw- 
full deeds shall be suppfessed. If they 
can only keep the matter from appear- 


ing in the paners théy care little for | 


the rest. Their punishment may be 
known only to a few, and will soon be 
forgotten, but the newspaper goes all 
over the land telling their story of crime, 
and this is what they dread. It is safe 
to say that the fear of the newspaper 
does more to deter many criminals than 
the ‘fear of the police. An important 
distinction is frequently lost sight of 
by brash and poorly-informed critics. 
It is this: The newspaper is not re- 
sponsible for events—it is responsible 
for a correct report of them. The news- 
paper does not make facts; it records 
them. | 
Taken allin all we believe there is lit- 
tle ground for complaint in regard to 
the purity of the American newspaper 
press.~Of course, it is sometimes not 
altogether what it might be, but the 
public have it in their power to improve 
this state of affairs. A newspaper is 
made to meet the wishes of the public. 
If it fails to do so, the publishers will 
sooner or later have to go out of busi- 
ness or change their policy. Thus the 
people have it in their power, to a great 
extent, to insure that a newspaper does 
not habitually overstep the bounds of 
morality and decency. By withdrawing 
their subscriptions they can easily con- 
vince the publisher that his course 
does not meet with their approval. The 
trouble is that, on the contrary, those 
publications which pander to the de- 
praved tastes are in the greatest de- 
mand among a large portion of the peo- 
ple. How else can ome explain the phe- 
nomenal success of a weekly publica- 
tion which is devoted entirely to exag- 
gerated stories of vice and crime, the 
circulation of which, it is said, has

OVER A BILLION DOLLARS. 


Probable Street-paving Expenditure in Amer- 
ica for the Next Ten Years. 

Itis only in American cities having 
a population of more than ten thousand 
that less than one-third of the total 
lengths of streets has been paved inany 
manner. If the construction of new 
pavements on the remaining 24,838 
miles of streets in such cities proceeds 
as rapidly as now seems probable, the 
expemdiitures for this work for the next 
ten years will aggregate upward of 
$1,000,000,000. It is doubtful, -ac- 
cording to the Century, if more than 60 
per cent. of the streets of these cities 
would then be well paved. From a 
well-paved street abutting real estate 
derives an increased value, hardly ever 
less and often manytimes more than 
the cost apportioned toit. It is, there- 
fore, right that abutting property 
should, as it es in most American 
cities, bear the cost of the construction 
of a pavement, which becomes at once 
a substantia. improveme t having a 
salable value, ou which the property- 
owner alone canrealize. The benefits 
are shared tosome extent by adjacent 
property, which may not abut on the 
street, but itis @oubtfulifa fair and 
practical apportionment of the cost 
could be carried beyond the border line, 
though the justice of this restriction is 
almost intolerably strained when one 
paved street is compelled to bear the 
travel that would pass over others if 
put in equally good condition. 

All calculations of the economies 
and profits of paved streets fail to 
encompass the sum of gain from thd, 
because there is much iavolved that is 
The benefits 
of better sanitary conditions, with the 
consequent productiveness resulting 
from good health, the saving of ex- 
penses of medicines and professional 
services of physicians; the prolonging 
in some cases of lives that might suc- 
cumb tothe deleterious influences in- 
herent in bad streets—are all incalcu- 
lable; norcan be estimated the far- 
reaching results ofthe retarded delop- 
mente of a city due to failure to provide 
good streets. The common mistake of 
regarding the cost of a street pavement 
asamerely luxuriou$ expense, rather 
than asa profitable improvement, has, 


‘more than anything else, deferred the 


work of putting the roadways of our 
American cities and townsin proper 
condition, and, it should be added, has 
hindered progress and prosperity im- 
measurably. It has also hada mis- 
chievous influence, when coupled with 
false ideas of economy, in causing more 
cheapness in*cost to become with the 
deplcrably large number of people the 
main desideratum when they find that 
paving cannot longer be deferred. A 
record of the failures that it has inev- 
itably led to since the beginning of cx- 
periments in road-making would tell 
about all the history of paving that is 
worth knowing.

LAY UP TREASURES. 


What Constitutes [an’s 
Greatest Riches. 


An Eloquent ‘Sermon By Bishop 
Mills of lowa. 


Rev. Mr. Thomson’s Sermon at the 
Unity ‘Church. 


“Does the Bible Teach that God is the 
Author of Evil?’’—Services at Vin- 
cent Church — The Gospel 
Union. 


At the United Brethren Church, 
corner of Hope and Pico streets, Bishop 
J. 8S. Mills of Toledo, Iowa, who is visit- 
ing in Los Angeles for the first time, 
preached a strong sermon yesterday 
morning, to a full house. The subject 
of the discourse was ‘‘Lay up for Your- 
selves Treasures in Heaven,’ based 
upon Matthew vi, 20. : 

Bishop Mills is a forcible and earnest 
speaker, a man of fire and energy, and 
his topic was treated in a manner 
which held the closest attention of 
every person present. 

It is not, he said, that the language 
of this text seems intended so much 
to discourage earthly riches, as to sug- 
gest the superiority of heavenly treas- 
ure. 

The providence of God supplies riches 
all about us, seemingly that we may 
use them to His glory. It was 
Wesley‘s doctrine: “Get all you can, 
Save all you can, and use all you cun 
to .build up God’s kingdom,” and it 
does not seem that this would be an 
unwise measure for us to follow. 

Where is this heaven, in which we 
should lay up our treasure? As heaven 
is used in the gospels, it implies a 
kingdom; and this kingdom, which is 
righteousness, peace, joy in the holy 
spirit, is found wherever there is a 
human heart. It.is the part within us. 

What is the treasure? 

First—It is life. Not the life that 
we have in common, th the animals 
about us, and yet that is a beautiful 
thing, especially in this delightful land 
which seems a paradise. _ Life springs 
all around us, in the plant, the flower, 
the animal, man. But it is not this 
natural life, it is the eternal 
life, which is to be the prize, 
and this is something more than im- 
mortality. It is that relation to God 
which constitutes the well-being of 
man’s spirit. As the fish finds its well- 
being in the water, as the bird finds its 
well-being in the atmosphere, so man 
finds his well-being in that fountain of 
life, which is God. Nor can man be 
cultured into that well-being by natural 
means. He must be born again, and 
the spirit of God must descend upon 
him from above, and dwell with him. 
That is life. 

Second—It ts to unfold this new life 
in harmony with the life of the king- 
dom. Every living thing unfolds after 
the type of its own nature. So. our 
lives will unfold; and as we have borne 
the image of the earth, we will, when 
born anew, bear the image the 
heavenly, and we will still grow and 
unfold to fuller and fuller powers, put- 
ting on grace after grace. This un- 
folding into the beauty ‘of holiness and 
the likeness..of the son of God, will 
constitute a great part of our riches. 

Third—It is filling the halls of 
memory with pictures of beauty which 
shall endure. It is memory that pre- 
serves the life of the past. It is one of 
the earthly life’s greatest treasures. 
If we are gathering in pictures of good 
instead of evil, we are laying up im- 
perishable treasure. 

Fourth—It is the affection of the 
pure, the love which sweetens living. 
In this world it has been so ar 
that man may have a property in- 
terest in the affection of all the good 
children of the earth, while God’s divine 
love encompasses us about, and the 
angels of the Lord, encamped around 
us, even though we dwell in the wilder- 
ness, make us rich. 

Fifth—It is good works. Although it 
is by faith we are saved; yet, we are 
rewarded “according to deeds done 
in the body.” Every little kindness 
wins its recompense. If one is hungry 
and you give him to eat, thirsty and 
you give him to drink, naked and you 
clothe him, in prison and you visit and 
comfort him, the Lord will surely say: 
“Inasmuch as ye did it unto one, ye 
did it unto Me.” 
* Sixth—It is to be the heir of God 
and joint heir with Jesus Chirst. We 
are to inherit God; and being His 
own heir, all of His. possessions are 
ours. This is a beautiful thought. We 
can look up and behold the sky, we 
can gaze upon the mountains, and the 
valleys, and the trees, and the houses— 
and, even though we own nothing, they 
are all ours through God, the Father. 

Whatsoever man is thus rich is his 
own greatest treasure. He may not 
be rich in earthly possessions; but 
whether he is under the sea or’ on the 
sea, whether he is under the land or 
on the land, he is rich without stint 
and without measure. For he carries 
the kingdom of heaven about with him. 
His riches and the kingdom of heaven 
are in his own heart. 

On Tuesday evening a reception will be 
tendered at the church, as a welcome 
to Bishop Mills, and also to the pastor, 
Rev. J. S. Pitman, who has been re- 
turned to the church for another year.

There 
is no neutral position; spiritual life is 
a struggle against spiritual death; but 
notwithstanding the forces that tend 
to pull us downward, there has ever 
been a force at work to elevate us a 
little nearer to the angels. , 
Marvelous has been the progress in 
the material world, even within the 
last century. But the progress of the 
material world is not more striking 
than man’s spiritual development. 
Divine truth comes in ever widening 
circles, As time goes on God reveals 
himself to mankind more and more as 
the Deliverer, and the loving Father 
Last night Rev. Mr. Fretz preached 
from the text, Mark x, 51, ‘‘Lord that I 
might receive my sight.’’

from the words in the seventh verse of 
the forty-fifth chapter of Isaiah, “I 
form light, and’ create darkness; I 
make peace and create evil; I,- the 
Lord, do all these things.”’ 

God is not the author of sin nor of 
the evils which grow out of sin; but 
my text, said the minister, assures us 


that God does create evil, or the thing 


which we call evil. The inclemencies 
of the weather, the distempers of the 
atmosphere, earthquakes, storms. and 
the destructions of man’s labors are 
some of the things which we call evils. 
The Bible acknowledges, that God is 
the author of these things. God is 
omnipotent and omniscient, and He 
made this globe with the full knowl- 
edge that there would be evil in it. 
The evil is here because He made it. 
We see the dark forms of evil in the 
vegetable world, in the animal world, 
and in the human world; and this 
fact seems to support the pessimist, 
who teaches that this is the worst 
world. But when the pessimist begins 
to eliwajnate the evils out of life and 
nature he finds that the earth disap- 
pears and Fuman individuality ceases 
to exist. This was illustrated. The 
thing we call evil is the cause of every 
industry in the civilized world; it 
gives happiness in the work which 
fights it; it is the root of progress, for 
progress is a series of victories over 
evils. Without evil there could be no 
conscience, no moral character, no ap- 
preciation of the good. Evil is not 
only useful, but it is necessary to life 
These dark friendships may be trans- 
muted into bright friendships, if prop- 
erly used. The fall of man was really 
the birth of conscience. Man saw his 
nakedness. He died as a mere ani- 
mal. He took his first step toward 
angelhood. He became conscions of 
his divine powers, and he has been ris- 
ing toward God ever since.

TEMPLE-ST. CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 
Rev. A. C. Smither preached last 


night from this text: “‘No man hath 
seen God at any time; the only begot- 
ten Son, who is in the bosom of ‘the 
Father, He hath declared Him, 
John i, 18. 

This text, the speaker said, is based 
upon two great truths. First, that the 
race as a whole has recognized the ex- 
istence of a Supreme Being—an in- 
fidel being a monstrosity; and, second, 
that the race has sought to find and 
understand this God. Men have sought 
Him in the volume of nature; have 
hunted Him in His providential deal- 
ings with the race, and have explored 
their own consciences if perhaps they 
might find Him there. In all these 
places they have found traces of Him, 
His omnipotence, His omniscience, His 
love, tenderness and consideration for 
the needs of the race. Men have turned 
to the great teachers of humanity, 
thinking they might find Him revealed 
there. Zoroaster could only tell of the 
two great opposing forces in the werld, 

and evil. Confucius could tell 
only of morality. Mohammed only 
knew that there 
thought himself God’s prophet. Juda- 
ism in its law and institutions could 
not reveal the face of God. So for 
centuries the race lifted up despairing 
hands with no answer from the hidden 
Creator. 

Here comes the lowly carpenter from 
Nazareth, claiming the long sought 
power to reveal! God’s nature and face. 
He claims to be a son of God... Fur- 
thermore he claims that he is the only 
begotten Son of God. Also that he “is 
in the bosom of the Father.” This in- 
dicates from the figure used the closest 
intimacy and also equality with God. 
He claims, too, to be able to reveal the 
the Father, to declare His nature to 
the world and to do this through 
human flesh so that we may compre- 
hend Him. Under his teaching God is 
changed from a creative power into a 
Father. This indicates .the source of 
being. Parents give being to children. 
It reveals our true nature; -for the 
parents transmit their natures to the 
child. It furthermore proves, the love 
of God for man, and his protecting care 
over man. From this relationship of 
God to man comes the contiguous truth 
of men’s relationship to each other, 
that of a great brotherhood. Men are 
no longer enemies as once they thought 
themselves to be, but are one brother- 
hood under God’s protection, Another 
truth stands closely related, and that 
is the riches of the inheritance of God’s 
children. His grandest possessions 
shall be theirs when they enter upon 
the higher and better life provided for 
them by the Savior of men.

BLEET FLYERS. 


California Horses are Still 
Ahead. 


No Farce About the | Silkwood 
Race. 


“Lucky” Baldwin to Retire from the 
Track. 


Sullivan Will Never Fight Again—John L. 
No Longer in the Arena—Gossip 
About Some Jockeys— 

Sporting Notes. 


California-bred horses have carried 
off many layrels on Coast and Bastern 
tracks during the past season, and in 
many instances they have low- 
ered records in the face of a combina- 
tion of untoward circumstances. The 
victory of Yo Tambien, Smith’s nervy 
little mare, on the Hawthorne track Sat- 
urday, is the latest achievement to 
complete the long list of triumphs, and 
fittingly add to the glorious perform- 
ance of Directum, Diablo and the host 
of other California flyers. 

The recent race programme carried 
out by the Los Angeles association at 
Agricultural Park was the most suc- 
cessful eVer attempted in this part of 
the State. In all cases the favorites 
did not come out the winners, but in 
tifese days when the ethics of horse- 
racing have become so _ much involved, 
it is almost impertinent to trouble the 
mind with “whys” and ‘‘wherefores,’’ 
or wonder because the best horse or 
the hérse with the pest record does not 
get his nose under the wire first, not 
stopping to think that perhaps the re- 
turns from the pool box are of far 
greater moment to the owner or driver 
than the purse offered, coupled with 
the doubtful glory of having won the 
race. Consequently, the man who in- 
invest his money in pool tickets often 
fails to remember that he has not 
only slippery fortune, but often delib- 
erate design to contend against. 

It was hardly surprising, all things 
considered, to hear people say, when 
Silkwood took three straight*heats from 
fleet-footed W Wood the other day, that 
they believed that it was all a ‘“‘put-up 
job.”” The rumor even gained currency 
that Farmer Willits had been assured 
that his horse would win before he took 
the bldck out of the stable at Santa 
Ana to bring him to the Los Angeles 
track. 

This assertion rather strains the point 
into exaggeration. It is said to be true 
that a bonus was offered Silkwood’s 
owner to secure the entry against W. 
Wood, but that was without the slight- 
est reference to the probable or possible 
winner. Any one who saw the big black 
stallion measure off the distance around 
the track and thrice lead his competi- 
tor under the wire would not for a 
moment believe that any advantage 
Was given or taken. At the close of 
each heat on the stretch W. Wood's 
driver plied the whip on his horse vig- 
orously, but with no effect, for it was 
plainly evident that the animal as 
doing his level best from the start. x- 
perienced. and unprejudiced horsemen 
pronounced the race as fair a one as 
has ever been paced. 

Of course the same could not be said 
of all of the other events. McKinney’s 
failure to start in the free-for-all trot 
on the last day was thought to be very 
peculiar. Many drivers are quoted as 
saying, upon their return North, that 
Durfee was really afraid to start 
against Klamath. The stake entries 
for the Blood Horse Association meet, 
which opened on the Bay District 
track Saturday at San Francisco in- 
clude many good horses, some of which 
were also seen at Agricultural Park. 
Ali Babi. Polaski, and Lewanee are 
among this number, they being  en- 
tered in the quickstep stakes for five 
urlongs. All of these youngsters did 

ell on the Los Angeles run, but as 
against such a list of favorites as they 
have to contend with up North they 
will undoubtedly take positions in the 
field bunch. 

The blood-horse races will continue 
for 100 days, and its close will see many 
changes worked in the popularity and 
money-making possibilities of the fol- 
lowers of the turf. 

When the meet is over E. J. Baldwin 
after staying with the track for over 
twenty years, will retire from the cir- 
cult and dispose of his string, and in 
the future if the Maltese cross is seen 
upon the course it will represent some 
other owner besides the ‘“‘Lucky’”’ Cali- 
fornian. Baldwin, while discontinuing 
racing, does not intend to withdraw 
from the breeding business, but will 
keep his extensive farm at Santa Anita 
well. stocked with brood mares and 
noted sires. 

‘ NO FIGHT IN HIM. 
‘Nothing could be more foolish than 
to expect John L. Sullivan to appear 
in the ring again against a champion, 
or anybody else, for that matter, says 
a writer in the Pittsburgh Dispatch. 
Why, Sullivan was a wreck when he 
met Corbett. If it was difficult for him 
to train then, it will be twenty times 
worse now. Sullivan has no such no 
tion; he does not intend to fight either 
Corbett or Mitchell any more, simply 
because he cannot possibly get into 
condition to do so. 

It is quite true that some doctors 
have stated that six months’ good 
training would fix John L. up again. 
Nonsense. It is a remarkable fact that 
the very worst judges of athletes are 
physicians, as a rule. Their ideas ag 
to what an athlete ean de in compari- 
son with another are of the most mis- 
leading kind, and, as far as training a 
man is concerned, any old trainer or 
athlete will tell you that physicians are 
failures. We all know how many ab- 
surd things the doctors said about 
Sullivan before he fought Corbett, and 
how it became the fashion for a time 
to have every boxer of prominence get 
a doctor’s certificate, showing that he, 
the boxer, could do this or that. hese 
certificates were useless. No matter 
what the doctors may say, Sullivan is 
gone as far as fighting is concerned. 
Others as strong as he was have gone 
in tye same way before him. 

ABOUT, JOCKEYS. 

Si McLaine, the colored featherweight 
in the employ of the Santa Anita 
stable, is 13 years old and only weighs 
seventy pounds. His parents reside at 
Duarte, which is only a couple of miles 
distant from the Santa Anita breeding 
farms. The youngster early evinced 
a love for horses, and Dow Williams 
gave the boy a chance to exercise a 
colt. He’ showed such aptitude and 
made such wonderful progress that the 
little fellow was given several mounts 
this season. He rode Sister May when 
she ran a mile and seventy yards at 
Latonia in 1:444%. McLaine will be seen 
in the saddle very often at the blood- 
horse meeting. Emanuel Morris, the 
principal jockey of the Santa Anita 
stable, has made a great record this 
year. He can ride at 105 pounds, al- 
though he is 5 feet 4% inches ie height. 
Morris rode some wonierfully good 
races on both Galindo and Santa Ana.

The rock taken out varies in richness 
from $4 to $90 per ton, and is increasing 
in richness as the mines are developed.

He has 
a large number of nuggets which he 
found in the sand; also specimens of 
rock containing much free gold. He 
reports fine gold plentiful, and an 
abundance of water.near at hand. Sev- 
eral beds of asbestos have also been 
discovered in the district. Mr. Meyers 
states that by spring there will be four 
stamp mills running. The indications 
seem favorable for a big mining boom 
in Ventura yet. 

The Ojai says John Meiners, the well- 
known Milwaukee capitalist, is spend- 
ing money lavishly improving his beau- 
tiful ranch, having had eight to ten 
men constantly employed during the 
summer building barns, ditehes, fences 
and similar improvements.

Coast Line Road. 


Excitement of Ticket Agents 
Over One Passenger. 


The Nevada Southern and the Cheap 
Coal Proposition. 


Los Angeles a Better Market for Coal Than 
Bonis—Good Outlook for the San 
Luis Obispo Road—Locals 
and Personals. 


There was an animated scene ih a 
Los Angeles ticket-office Saturday, 
when two rival assistant general pas- 
senger agents let their choler get the 
better of their dignity, and all be- 
cause one party suspected another of 
playing false to an agreement, and the 
other was convinced tl$t a spotter had 
been hired to catch him. By an agree- 
ment between the Santa Fe and the 
Southern Pacific passenger agents, both 
were bound to cease selling one-way 
$45 tickets to Chicago on the 27th inst., 
which would enable passengers’ to 
reach the lines between the Missouri 
River and Chicago in time to have 
their tickets accepted on the 3lst, the 
date when all World’s Fair special 
rates east of the river are supposed to 
be annulled. A man told the Santa 
Fe ticket agent that he had been prom- 
ised by a Southern Pacific ticket agent 
a ticket at $45, which he could use in 
going Sunday or Monday, which would 
be a palpable violation of the agree- 
ment, and, naturally, stirred the Santa 
Fe people into action. A personal in- 
terview followed, in which the passen- 
ger and ticket agents and the prospec- 
tive passenger took active parts, while 
crimination and recrimination passed 
back and forth. Everybody got mad. 
The Southern Pacific people felt sure 
the supposed passenger was a spotter, 
and the Santa Fe people were positive 
that the other fellows had offered the 
concession. Passengers eastward are 
so scarce now that they are worth 
fighting for. 

NEVADA SOUTHERN. 

In this paper the other day it was 
stated, on authority, that J. E. Blake, 
president of the Nevada Southern Rail- 
road Company, proposed to raise $80,000 
needed for his enterprise by selling 16,000 
tons of coal for future delivery at $5 a 
ton. A prominent railroad official of 
this city says that if Mr. Blake fur- 
nishes the suggested collateral security 
for the fulfillment of the contract it 
will be quite easy to sell the coal on 
the conditions named. Coal delivered in 
Los Angeles any time in the next year 
at $5 a ton is a bargain which rail- 
road companies and manufacturers will 
be glad to take advantage of. The coal 
will sell where bonds go begging, and 
Mr. Blake's road to Utah is a worthy 
enterprise. 

RESUMING WORK. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 29.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The contractors in 
charge of the tunnel and other work 
at San Luis Obispo have shipped :a lot 
of men from this city to that point, 
and the evident intention is to push the 


work to completion as soon as possible. | 
Several weeks ago a large. reduction. 


was made in the working: force, and 

this is the first intimation of an inten- 

tion. to put on an increased force. It is 

said that more men will be taken 

down next week. 
SCRAP HEAP. 


’ Santa Fe officials here have notice 
that the private car bringing Mrs. U. 
S. Grant to California will be due here 
next Tuesday. 

The Atchison has taken the unusual 
precaution of having a flagman con- 
stantly on the rear platform of every 
passenger train. 

It is now thought in Eastern railroad 
circles that the Lake Shore and Mich- 
igan Southern Company will acquire 
the Toledo, Ann Arbor and North Mich- 
igan, which is now in the hands of a 
receiver. 

The relaying of tracks of the Pico- 
street electric railway line is pro, 
gressing west of Pearl to Pico Heights. 
The improvement, when completed, will 
be greatly appreciated by patrons of 
the line. 


D. H. Moffatt has joined forces with 


President Johnson of the proposed 
Florence and Cripple Creek road, which 
is to open up the Cripple Creek min- 
ing district. There is little doubt of 
the road being built soon. | 

It is reported again that Fred Har- 
VYey, proprietor of the twenty railway 
eating-houses on the Atchison system, 
has secured a lease of the dining-cars 
on the system for a period of ten 
years from May next, when diners are 
to be put on the road. 

The Wabash has a suit on its hands 
for refusing to return the body of a 
man on the ticket which he bought at 
reduced rates to come to the World’s 
Fair. The Wabash collected ‘the differ- 
ence between the price of the return 
portion of the ticket and a first-class 
rate, which all roads charge for the 
transportation of corpses, 

Ticket brokers here are hoping that 
the Southern Pacific special rates to 
the Midwinter Fair will enable them 
to do some scalping. The traveling 
public will wonder at the railroad com- 
pany limiting the tickets to so short 
a time, and making it obligatory to 
pay for a certain number of admis- 
sion tickets to the fair, but the fact is 
that the company is trying to outwit 
the brokers and help the fair along 


also.

THE CITY COUNCIL. =~ 


Some of the Matters to Come Up at Today's 
Session. 

Among the matters to be brought be- 
fore the City Council today the Water 
Supply Committee may report as to the 
price which, in tke judgment of the 
committee, should be offered for the en- 
tire plant ot the City Water Company. 
The committee has had the matter ur- 
der careful consideration 0h long 
time, but as a map showing tbe loca- 
tien of the various pieces of property 
owned by the company has not yet been 
submitted bv the representatives of the 
company, the committee may today ask 
for further time in whichtoreport. . 

The committee appointed to revise 
the plumbing ordinance has been work- 
ing on the same for several days, but 
there being so many details connected 
with the matter, it is expected that the 
committee will, today, report nothing 
more than progress. 

The guestion of employing nine’addi- 
tional policemen has from time to time 
been brought up, but the Council does 
not at present seem inclined to take 
action in the matter. 

One of the more important recom- 
mendations in the report of the Board 
of Public Works, to be presented today, 
is the one that the proper legal steps 
be taken for the advertising of a fran- 


chise for a street railway on Cummings.

CITY SCHOOL TEACHERS. 


The October Meeting at the High School 
Building. 

The October meeting of the city 
school teachers was held Saturday morn- 
ing at the High School. 

Prof. J. A. Foshay read a paper on 
‘‘Music in the Schools,’’ in which he 
urged that the musical training of the 
pupils should not be neglected. He 
quoted from a number of authorities 
onthe subject, and argued that mn- 
sical instruction not only trained the 
various powers, but inculcated a spirit 
of patriotism. 

A discussion on the subject was par- 
ticipated in by Mrs. Rice, the music 
teacher, who spoke in reference to the 
best method of reading music. 

Prof. Pierce of the Normal School 
spoke of the different classes of teach- 
ers. One of these classes was com- 
posed of those who do not intend to fol- 
low the business for a long time, while 
another was of those who intended to 
make teaching a life profession. The 
former of these classes were not usually 
aD ornament to the profession. 


Central W.C. T. U. 

The regular meeting of the Central 
W.C.T.U. was largely attended on Fri- 
day afternoon; and among those pres- 
ent were many strangers. Mucn of 
the time was devoted to a consecration 
service which was of great interest, 
after which reports were received from 
different departments of work. 

A report from the superintendent of 
railroad work stated that the work was 
making good progress. Meetings are 
held which are largely attended, anc in 
which much interest is manifested. 

The report from the superintendent 
of evangelistic work stated that the 
cottage meetings that have been estab- 
lished are well attended, and verygnuch 
good is being accomplished ~in de- 
partment. 

An encouraging report was also given 
by the superintendent of the Ransom 
Home. 

A statement was made by one of the 
trustees of the temple that $1009 
pledged on the temple debt by C. P. 
Huntington, president of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, has just been received 
ard applied for that purpose.

PLUMBERS’ COMBINE. 


Both Sides to the Controversy 
Given a Hearing. 


What a Property-owner and a Renter Have 
to Say—The Situation As Viewed 
from a Plumber's Stand- 
point. 


The following letters, bearing on the 
plumbing controversy, and giving both 
sides of the question, have been re- 
ceived by The Times, and will prove 


eral interest on the subject: 


The Plumbers’ Combine. 
* LOS ANGELES, Oct. 28.—(To the 
Editor of The Times.) It is gratifying 
to the public in general that at last 
our city solons have opened their eyes 
sufficiently wide to see the “nigger in 
the woodpile’’ concerning the wunfair 
advantage that the so-called ‘‘plumbers’ 
ordinance’ has worked to the detri- 
ment of those who have the welfare 
of this particular community at heart, 
and have resolved in the near future 
to take some action in reference to the 
matter. In my last communication to 
you I stated that in the contract price 
of a $2150 house the plumbing bill would 
be $400. I desire to correct that, be- 
cause, at the present time the bids 
have been opened, and I have the fig- 
ures, which have been prepared under 
this wise and megnanimous law which 
is still in force. The bids were opened 
yesterday for the erection and comple- 
tion of this house. There were four- 
teen competitors to do the carpenter 
work, and the variance between their 
bids from the highest to the lowest was 
$900. There were four bids to do the 
plumbing, the lowest being $594, and 
the highest $673, with a difference of 
$79 between the highest and lowest. 
The bids among the carpenters showed 
the result of competition, while the 
bids of the plumbers showed the re- 
sult of combination. Figures in this 
¢ase will not lie, even if they were de- 
rived from the source which holds to- 
gether one of the greatest and worst 
combines known to exist in the State 
or Califernisa. I have had figures pre- 
pared Ly a competent architect and 
plumber; they tell me that the entire 
cost of every particle of plumbing ma- 
terial in the house will not exceed $200 
Which would leave a net profit to ‘the 
combination of $390 for doing the 
work, which, [ am informed, can he 
easily done in ten days by a competent 
plumber with the assistance of a helper.

any consideration. I cannot see

now warn all persons who contemplate 
building to look well to their contracts 
for plumbing before they undertake it, 
for if the City Council does not lay a 
heavy hand upon this combination then 
this city will be retarded in its prog- 
ress, and you will not hear the noise 
of the hammer in the community any 
longer. And then again, why should 
the lumber dealers of the community 
suffer if there is no building going on,

ing. Then the lumber merchant can 
stand and see his lumber pile rot down. 
Again, to show you the true inwardness 
of this ordinance to which this com- 
bine and trust are analagous—take, for 
instance, this case. A friend of mine 
went to a hardware store, whose pro- 
prietor advertises his wares for sale 
in this community, and who, I think, 
could be forced by law to sell to the cit- 
izen, and wanted to buy a stonper and 
chain for his wash-basin. He was re- 
fused the privilege of purchasing it at 
the market price for cash, and was 
plainly told that if he was a resident 
of this city he could not buy it, but if 
he lived in Santa Monica or some rural 
town, they would sell it to him, tius 
denying privileges to one part of the 
community for the benefit of the other. 
And siiil this so-called union attempts 
to defend its acts in the teeth of such 
overwhelming evidence against it. 

As I understand it, under the rules 
and regulations of this so-called union, 
bolstered up and encouraged by this 
city ordinance, if a water-pip> should 
break in the u»per story of your buiid- 
ing you would be compelled to sit there 
and cee the water flow through your 
house, like Nero fiddling at the gates 
of burning Rome, see your property 
destroyed, not daring, under this ordi- 
nance, to stop the flow of water. On 
the contrary, you have to send for a 
plumber, and one that has a certificate 
und indorsement under this ordinance, 
bef-re the leak can be stoppec. 

Will some one rise up and explain 
whether or not there is any justice in 
such methods? You cannot go to a sin- 
sle hardware store in this city and buy 
even e@ little rubber packing for your 
faucet, bemuuse you are told immedi- 
ately that you must go and select a 
member of the plumbers’ combine to 
uy it for you; and not only that, but 
you have got to take that plumber and 
his little certificate to your houce at 
the cost of $1, when you could do it 
yourself, and ‘without any 
whatever. If you did that yourself 
you would be arrested under the ordi- 
nance, brought before a local justice, 
and probably sent to the chain ganz 
‘or sufficient time to vindicate the mu- 
jesty of the law. 

Theso are questions that -ought to go 
home to every person who wants to see 
this city prosper. I cannot see why it is 
that this institution can thrive and 
crow impudent to the detriment of all 
other classes and trades in this commu- 
nity. If the plasterers and the car- 
penters, the brickmasons and the paint- 
ors should combine, the same as the 
plumbers have, then a _  $2000-house 
would cost you not less than $6000. I 


| have been informed, upon the very best 


of authority, and from men who be- 
long to this union, that 15 per cent. of 
every contract Ist in this city for 
plumbing goes for the benefit of the 
union, and fer the purpose of ‘‘molding 
public opinion.” 

I am in favor, as much as any man 
living, of paying the mechanic a fair 
end reasonable price for his hibor, be- 
cause I believe that every man that 
‘labors is worthy of his hire; but why 
is it that the carpenter, who must at 
least possess ability on an equality with 
the plumber, work for $2.50 4 day, with- 
cut any special law to protect him, 
while the plumber gets $5 and $6 a day 
under this unequal and unjust enact- 
ment? If there is any justice and right 
in a claim of this kind, I fail to see 
where it comes in.

As a 
consequence Los Angeles had the repu- 
tation among journeymen plumbers all 
over the East as having the rottenest 
plumbing of any city in the States. 
tirst-class workmen avoided the town, 
for they knew that Los Angeles had no 
use for their services. The wages 
rulinsy at that time were from $1.59 to 
$2: per day, while in all other citics 
they were from $4 to $6. Skilled work- 


lishing their ability to enter a man’s 
house and do a job of work that weuld 
not endangermthe lives of his family. 

The writer cf this took a short trip 
around the town upon his arrival hero, 
and was greatly astonished at the 
slack manner in which plumbing was 
being donc. In many cases he found 
fixtures without traps or vents of any 
kind, allowing the noxious gases to 
belch frecly into the house. Upon iIn- 
.quiry he found there was a sort of an 
ordinance covering this ground, but 
that there was no plumbing inspector 
to enforce these laws, poor and in- 
effectual as they were. The reason 
given for having no inspector was that 
every one was doing plumbing, and it 
was impossible to keep a record of 
people doing work in that line. This 
crying evil was bound to be brought 
to the notice of the public, as all things 
detrimental to the welfare of a city 
usually are. 

The City Council appointed a com- 
mittee consisting of practical plumbers, 
architects and physicians to draft an 
ordinance covering the ground. These 
gentlemen met and thoroughly ex- 
amined the ordinances of Chicago, Salt 
Lake, Denver, San Francisco and sev- 
eral other cities, and from these drafted 
the present Los Angeles ordinance. 


ordinance over which such a howl has 
been raised by a third-rate plumber, 
claiming to be from Philadelphia, and 
fossil; who celts him- 
self a doctor. The doctor in this case 
is building a cheap frame family hotel 
capable of housing a number of fem- 
ilies. He wishes to place in this house 
twenty-five or thirty water closets, 
basins, baths, sinks, etc. e does not 
wish either to trap or ventilate them 
on account of the extra cost.

I consider that he is re- 
sponsible for the lives of each and 
every one of his tenants, and if he 
persists in his present intentions he 
will have a goodly score to settle. I 
have shown quite plainly that the in- 
creased cost of plumbing in due, first, 
to the difference between incompetent 
labor at $2 per day and competent labor 
at $4, and ihe difference of proper 
vent, pipes, traps, ete... We do not 
hear a pretest from people who are 
building houses, for they love their 
families to much to endanger their 
lives for the sake of a few dollars.

But we do hear a dismal how! of 
anguish from people who are building 
| houses for rent, for what do they care 
though they poison whole families, so 
they secure the coveted dollar? 

I will say a few words in regard to 
the so-called “gigantic combine of 
plumbers,"’ who ere throttling the peo- 
ple of Los Angelos. That an associa- 
tion does exist is well-known. The ob- 
ject of the same is a pretective asso- 
ciation, conducted something after the 
mannar of Bradstreets’ Mercantile 
Agency, and extends all over the United 
States. The association keeps its mem- 
bers informed as to the responsibilicy 
of all parties building, contrators, busi-

(although they are gente de razon) 
pushing before them a few docile and 
swift-footed burros, loaded apparently 
with-zacate, or grass. They and their 
donkeys generally sneaked along washes 
and gullies well-hidden from the in- 
quisitive eyes of any line-rider (as 
mounted custom-house inspectors are 
here called) by the luxuriant, rainy 
season vegetation of the  arroyos’ 
borders. And these paisanos never 
seemed to be inclined to enter into any 
conversation with us, but would urge 
on their asses to the topmost of their 
speed, to get away from the gringos, 
whose business they knew not. When- 
ever we encountered these people some- 
body would be sure to exclaim, ‘‘Mescal 
smugelers!’’ and the surmise was prob- 
ably correct in every instance, because 
outside of horses and cattle, that is 
about the only commodity which the 
Mexican of the border has to smuggle 
into Tio Sam’s domain. The risk of 
seizure and capture is great but valgame 
dios! is not the profit in the event of 
success, worthy of the risk, with the 
‘iron’ dollar of the Estados worth 
two “adobes”’ of the republica 

The country is admirably adapted for 
smuggling, as it is practiced by the 
cholo, with trails innumerable, leading 
from Mexico into the Territories, by 


way of the Pajarito Mountains, the 
Patagonias, the Huachucas, the Mule 
Mountains, the Chiricahuas and _ the 


Guadalupe Range. The mescal smug- 
gler knows every foot of the passes, 
canyons and trails in and over the 
mountains in his own district, and for 
once that he is caught, he maxes the 
trip safely more times than the line- 
riders have the slightest inkling of. 
Thus it is that mescal finds its way, 
without paying revenue, into Tomb- 
stone, Bisbee, Tucson, and lots of other 
— where Don Fulano and Dona 
resita earn a precarious living away 
from la patria, rendered possible only 
by an occasional taste of the pure stuff, 
which alone can make the blood course 
hot through their veins It is only 
mescal and watermelons that save them 
from nostalgia. and give them vigor 
for the baile, and they must have these 
luxuries, even if they come high. ' 
Among the flora of the foothills and 
lower parts of the mountains before 
mentioned, both in the United States 
the agave or mescal 


It is capricious, however, in the choice 
of its habitat, and though it may be 
found profusely on one side of a 
canyon, it is not at all uncommon to find 
it absent on the other, and entirely 


missing elsewhere for many miles 
around. The mescal plant somewhat 
resembles the so-called century plant 


that is known in Los Angeles, but its 
Jeaves are of a deeper green and much 
fleshier, but like the century plant, they 
are concave and lance-lke, tapering 
from a broad base to a hard, sharp 
spine, at least an inch long, and, which, 
to our cost, we learned, is quite cap- 
able of inflicting deep and painful 
wounds jn our flesh. The teaf has on 
each side small, saw-like teeth, which 
render it very difficult to handle. ‘These 
‘are its elements of self-preservation, 
and save the plant frem destruction, 
when cattle and game are hard yvshed 
for something to eat in times of drovth. 
The mescal, like all the other agaves, 
flowers after a few years’ growth, gen- 
erally from five to seven, and then 
dies. When it is in the conlition to 
produce its seed, a long stalk frows up 
from the central part, or heart, to a 
height of from eight to twelve feet, 
and while this is yet tender, a sweetish 
liquid exudes from it, which is similar 
to that which the younger leaves con- 
tain at all times. This juice is very 
similar in taste to # £saugar-cane, 
although it does not contain all the 
game elements. While it is devoid of 
starch, it contains large quantities of 
grape sugar and glucose. To develop 
this from the stem and leaves only 
heat or cold water is required. The 
roots of the plants of the agave family 
as well as of the yuccas, contain a 
matter named saponin, which, mixed 
with water has detergent properties. 
Hence it is that the amole, or soap- 
weed of Arizona has acquireaé a well- 
established reputation throughout the 


_ United States as a substitute for soap. 
‘Phe mescal distitvteries are always sit- 


uated at places where water can be ob- 
tained near by, and not too far away 
from the spots where the plants grow in 
great number. Consequently they are 
fn nearly all instances found in some 
wooded canyon, whose little stream car- 
ries water the year around, and the 
nearer to the American line that the 
winateria, or mescal ranch, as the Amer- 
icans call it, lies, the better it suits 
those who handle the stuff for smug- 
gling purposes. Owing to the nomad 
habits of the vinateros, superinducéd 
by a multiplicity of reasons, such as 
the inquisitiveness of the customs ine 
spectors, the failure of the mescaf croup, 
or the extermination of the plant, the 
drying up of the stream which provides 
the water for the distillery; a mescal 
ranch is never very imposing in its out- 
lines, no matter if the proprietor has 
accumulated mucha plata in the busi- 
ness. 

From Nogales to the New Mexico 
frontier, but of course on Mexican soll, 
as the mescal ranch does not flourish in 
the United States, we passed five ven- 
atas in close proximity to the line, but 
undoubtedly there were many’ more 
further inland. 

The description of one mesca} ranch 
will do for all, and for this purpose the 
one in the celebrated Guadalupe Can- 
yon selected. This canyon was part 
of one of the highways through which 
the early pioneers to the Pacific Coast 
wended their way in the days of 1848 
and 1849, and many a one has left his 
weary bones in this wild conglomeration 
of mountains and hills that seem to 
have been thrown together topsy-turvy 
by the hand of a mighty giant; and so 
mixed up that chaos is a weak expres- 
sion to convey the idea of how inex- 
tricably toppling and falling over each 
other and weird of shape these eleva- 
tions and depressions are. 


As we were wending our way down. 


deep into this canyon, where grasses 
and the vegetation generally, after the 
heavy summer rains, were luxuriant 

ond compare; and as we crossed 
many a time and oft the murmuring 
brook, which, judging by the still wet 
soil and debris of all kinds that lined 
the shore, had been a roaring torrent 
but the day before, we were saluted by 
a music, which, though it was familiar 
once, and welcome now, was yet singu-

larly deyoid of music. It was the bray- 
ing of burros; it included bassos pro- 
fundi, baritoned, tenors, contralto, so- 
prani, and among the brayérs we even 
thought that we could recognize some 
that had been treated as the singers 
of the Sixtine Chapel in Rome were 
formerly. And it was not long before 
we saw the chorus. Imagine some 


with short, glistening coats and respect- 
able paunches, kicking their heels in 
high glee and braying peaens of happi- 
ness in a well-shaded meadow, where 
stood three feet high. 

Oo Wonder they enjoyed themselves; 
they had good cause for it. Here was 
rich feed and good, clear, sparkling 
water ad libitum, and nothing to do. 
Can any one imagine a better paradise 
for a donkey? | 

“Guess,” said my companion, ‘that 
we air near a muzkale ranch. Them 
thar burris gin'ly stays pooty near to 
whar they kin smell ther stuff, that’s 
what.”’ 

His calculations were right, for not 
half a mile aavay, at a sudden turn in 
the canyon, we almost stumbled into 
a big pile of the dried, coarse fiber, 
which is the residue left after the juice 
has been expressed from the leaves of 
the mescal. In other parts of Mexico, 
such as Tequila, where mescal plants 
are cultivated in fields, just as sugar- 
cane is in Louisiana, these fibers are 
utilized for making coarse ropes and 
cordage, but on the border, where 
nothing but the wild plant exists, they 
are thrown away. 

The vinateria was before us, an ag- 
glomeration of small adobe cabins 
without windows, jacals or reed huts, 
broken saddles, broken furniture, old 
wagons, sore-eyed children trotting 
around naked, a few young women 
hurriedly hiding themselves’ behind 
doors to better peep at us, a few old 
ones unconcernedly smoking cigarros 
of brown paper or oja de mais, while 
washing or slapping tortillas between 
‘their dirty palms, and two or three 
men, on horseback, of course, and do- 
ing nothing particularly beside looking 
at each other, one leg taut in the stir- 
rup, while the other was half way up 
on the saddle. 

Was there any mescal? Por supuesto, 
barrels of it. It wasn’t that they didn’t 
have. But they needed chewing to- 
bacco, old shoes, old clothes, old every- 
thing, and they would willingly part 
with their mescal by the gallon to ob- 
tain what they were in want of. But 
that failing they would sell it for $1, 
plata Americana, per bottle. And when 
they did not succeed they would take 
$1, plata Mexicana, for a gallon, and 
finally an old brown jug without a 
stopper was as good as a “‘dobe’’ dollar, 
and purchased a gallon just the same. 
This shows that it cannot be a very ex- 
pensive industry, that of making this 
intoxicating drink, which has caused 
more crime in Mexico than all the 
gold and silver that was ever minted 
there. 

The outside of the miserable huts 
was filthy in the extreme, offal of all 
sorts littering the ground. Skulls of 
cattle, decaying cowhides, rags, dead 
animals and gutted tin cans, yellow 
dogs, ponies, burros, goats and chickens 
relieved the monotony of the land- 
scape, and helped to impart to the at- 
mosphere a smell that was absolutely 
sui generis, but it in nowise disturbed 
the vinateros, who were contemplating 
preparations then for moving to a 
cleaner place in another canyon. Ali 
these people, some twenty or thirty, 
lived ‘off the profits of that mescal 
ranch, and, outside of being able tto 
cutwit the custom-house officials, were 
as ignorant as the beasts that they 
owned. 

We paid a visit to the still, which, 
except that it was far cruder than those 
found in towns, was probably superior 
to a similar contrivance, as used by the 
moonshiner in the mountains of Nawth 
The agave leaves and stems 
are™brougnht from’ the mountains on’ the 
burros, and may be taken in the United 
States as freely as in Mexico. They ¢re 
first crushed ,and mixed with water, 
which frees the grape sugar and glu- 
cose. Fermentation takes place-in vats 
in the ordinary manner, and the fibrous 
elements being removed the liquid is 
ladled into the copper still, heated and 
condensed through a worm. A second 
condensation then takes place to expel 
scme of the fusil oil,.when the mescal 
is ready for the market. It is kept in 
skins and barrels until it can be dis- 
posed of. As all other liquors, mescal 
has its peculiar taste, which is given to 
it by the essential oil of the agave, but, 
unlike other liquors, it cannot be adul- 
terated, except with water, without 
detection. It tastes like no other al- 
cholic drink, but the crystal colored 
stuff called bacanora comes nearer to 
Holland gin than -anything else, while 
the straw-colored tequila is somewhat 
similar to Scotch whisky. The mescal 
made with the wild agave is called 
lechuguilla. Considering that there is 
no internal revenue tax on it in Mexico, 
the new-made lechuguilla would be dear 
at 40 cents a gallon, and none costs 
over 75 cents when legitimately sold. 
It is easily seen what an immense profit 
there is in the smuggling of the stuff 
into the United States. 

Not far away from the Guadalupe 
Canyon is a box canyon called El Cajon 
Bonito, at the foot of the Sierra de 
San Luis or Sierra Madre, the divide 
‘between the Pacific and Atlantic water- 
sheds. In the Cajon Bonito is another 
vinateria run by a man named Galle- 
gos. Mr. Gallegos had a slight diffi- 
culty, some months ago, with a stock- 
man of the name of Hall, who had a 
ranch in the Guadalupe Canyon, near 
the yvinateria above described. Whether 
Mr. Hall patronized this place we did 
not learn, but we were told that Mr. 
Gallegos was one of his own best cus- 
tomers. Therefore, when Gallegos and 
Hall met, somebody's gun failed to 


work, and the consequence of it was | 


that Mr. Hall’s ranch is now abandoned 
to skunks, and coyotes, while his body 
lies moldéring in the ground. 

This would indieate that Mr. Galile- 
gos, drunk or sober, is a valiente from 
way back. Yet, it is himself who said 
so, he fears somebody, and that indi- 
vidual is nobody but the Kid. Were 
ie not for that, he could have earned 
the $5000 reward for the renegade’s 
scalp, over and over agin, if his tale 
is a tale of truth. Mr. Gallegos recites 
many details and gusto. that the 
dreaded Apache is in the habit of pay- 
ing him a visit from time to time, not 
too often, as that would be monotonous, 
but often enough to show that he is 
still alive and kicking. The purpose of 
these visits is to procure a number of 
barillitos of mescal, needed for ag grand 
blow-out and wedding ceremony, when 
the Kid, having become tired of his 
present squaw, gives her the bounce 
and steals another one from the San 
Carlos reservation. Mr. Gallegos is 
not only required to furnish the liquid 
and the barrels, but the pack mules 
to carry them on. He affirms that the 
Apache faithfully returns the mules, 
but never pays him a tlaco for the fiery 
liquid. This, Gallegos avers, is rather 
discouraging for the business, but so 
far he has not expostulated with his 
customer, because he believes it is bet- 
ter to lose a little mescal than to mis- 
lay his scalp, have his vinateria burned, 
his stock run off, and no chance to 
drink any more lechuguilla himself.

In_ the days of Eden woman took 
charge of man. ~ She pleased him, or 
injured him—as you please. 

The man who thinks that he is in- 
dependent fools himself. 

The man uninfluenced by woman 
never could have been born of woman. 

Ninety per cent.. of everything, 
whether it be of flour, molasses, shoes, 
shirts, skirts, trousers, furniture, 
stoves, tinware, or food, is purchased 
directly by women, more or less, and 
principally less, influenced by man. 

Without depreciating the great 
mechanical interests of the country, 
every thinking man, if he thinks, will 
discover that the direct product of the 
earth, and also’ the indirect, through 
machinery of every kind, raises, makes, 
or shapes articles of necessity, for the 
inside and outside of the human body. 
Woman controls the home, and the 
buying of all of these articles that are 
used in it, as well as of everything the 
children eat, wear, or otherwise handle. 
There is comparatively little left for 
man to buy, except the things which 
directly pertain to the running of his 
business. These things he knows 
where to obtain, and to a considerable 
extent, without the intervention , of 
salesman or advertising, except, of 
course, the goods sold by the retailer. 
But, as the majority of these goods 
are used directly or indirectly by the 
woman, they come under the control of 
woman. 


wife takes no interest in the set of his 
trousers, or in the gloss of his shirt 
front; that she does not care wheth 
his office chair be cushioned, or made 
of a rough side of a plank, that she 
has no inclination to criticise anything 
used by him, and in no way attempts 
to influence him in any purchase of 
masculine necessity. Poor fellow, he’s 
started in with a wrong kind of a 
wife. The average woman knows bet- 
ter how her husband looks than her 
husband knows himself. The general, 
who, with a cigar in mouth, stands 
calmly before the mouth of the can- 
non, or the navigator, who knows not 
the meaning of fear, whether he be 
upon sea or land, is seldom brave 
enough to buy for the second time, a 
pair of trousers of a tailor his wife 
thinks does not know how to fit him. 
The nominal power is in the man; the 
real power is in the woman. Nearly 
75 per cent. of the advertising in the 
leading magazines and papers of na- 
tional circulation, and nearly all of the 
advertisements in local papers, daily 
and weekly, are directly directed to 
woman, and a good proportion of the 
advertisements are of goods to be used 
or purchased by man, but so worded 
that the woman Will see the advertise- 
ments first, and direct the husband’s at- 
tention to the articles advertised. 

I have made several experiments, and 
without exception, the results have 
proven that to reach man you must 


must cater to woman. ou must cater 
to woman anyway, and comparatively 
little to man, for man can be reached 
through woman, but woman never can 
be reached through man. 

The arrangements of a store, from 
sidewalk to roof, the selection of em- 
ployees, from office-boy to floor-walker, 
or the wording of the advertisement, 
circular, or announcement of any kind, 
in 99.09 per cent. of local business must 
be direeted so as to attract the 
woman’s eve and taste, or the ad- 
vertiser will make a failure of it. 

“If I ran a retail boot and shoe store, 
or a local office-furniture store, or a 
local men’s furnishing goods store, or 
a local carriage shop, or anything else 
producing or selling articles worn en- 
tirely by men, I would direct 90 “per 
cent. of my advertisements to women, 
for the man who hasn't a wife ex- 
pects to have one, or is living ugder 
the influence of ap old aunt or some 
young lady, who, is, or is willing to 
be, a sister to him. 

The following examples illustrate ad- 
vertisements of goods that are used 
exclusively by man, but are so ar- 
ranged as to especially appeal to 
woman, in order that the woman may 
literally drive the man into purchas- 
ing the articles advertised:

Rumors of New and Substantial Improve- 
ments—Work of the Council. 

A rumor has gained considerable cir- 
culation on the streets of this place, to 
the effect that the old, tumble-down 
buildings on the north side of Second 
Street, between Thomas and Garey, are 
to be torn away and new and handsome 
brick buildings are to be erected in- 
stead.

It is 
stated by some that it would be a good 
scheme to have all others withdraw 
their bids, let Uncle Sam pay a reason- 
able pricé for the rooms, and thus ben- 
efit everybody, instead of working a 
hardship.

PASADENA. 


There Will Be a Tournament of 
Races on New Years Day. 


Ket Everybody Turn in and Help— Perti- 
nent Points on Local Topics—Per- 
sonal Notes of Interest— 
Brevities. 


At a special meeting of the Valley 
Hunt held Saturday evening, at the 
clubhouse, the question of the annual 
tournament of roses was thoroughly 
discussed with great interest and en- 
thusiasm, and _ it was 
another tournament next New Year's 
day.

A PROFITABLE PRODUCT. 

The sugar beet in Orange county has 
proved to be one of the most profitable 
products grown in the county, and 
hereafter will no doubt prove to be 
one of the most extensively produced, 
if the Democratic administration does 
not take off the bounty that the gov- 
ernment is now paying on this product. 
In speaking of the beet crop in Orange 
county the past season, the Anaheim 
Gazette gives the following interesting 
figures: 

“The last shipment of beets to Chino 
went out last Thursday shortly before 
noon. The total shipments for the 
season are: From Anaheim, 596 cars, 
12,701,406 pounds; from Buena Park, 86 
cars, 1,805,109 pounds; total 682 cars, 
14,506,515 pounds, or 7253% tons—rather 
fair for an experimental year. 

After the beets were all forwarded 
the apparatus for making the tests 
was shipped to Chino, and the ware- 
house closed .and the scenes of ac- 
tivity about the depot gave way to 
their usual status. The shipments of 
beets have been more than those of all 
the other products of the valley com- 
bined. 

“T J. JoneBS harveBted about 50 
acres. His delivery for August and Sep- 
tember brought him a check for $2851.22, 
and his October delivery has not been 
footed up yet. 

“Hiss & Giel harvested on the Cul- 
ton place in the neighborhood of 35 or 
40 acres, and their crop brought them 
for August and September delivery, 
$1829.12, with a large October delivery 
to hear from. 

‘‘Leo Steffan had in 28 acres, and his 
September delivery amounted to $610.55. 

“John Wagner put in a patch of 
about 10 acres at Placentia, and some 
time ago it was reported that the weeds 
were so bad that it would hardly pay 
to harvest the crop. But he hauled in 
18 loads as a partial delivery of the 
crop and received for them no less than 
$329.76. His beets averaged 17 per cent., 
or $5.50 per ton. 

“John Sloan had in 7 acres at Buena 
Park and received for them, all de- 
livered in September, $342.39.

and has received so far $876.7%, his 
October delivery not being footed up. 

‘“‘A. Gillison harvested 6 acres of 18 
per cent. beets, and received $336.02.

$135 per acres, or not less than $110 per 
acre net. 

Gov. Whitaker of the Park harvested 
about 8 acres, and received $490.40. 

“Bh. BE. French had 7 acres and re- 


ceived $518.75. 


“BE. A. Sparks—Ten acres, $660.81. 
“F. J. Spidel—Eight acres, $494.23. 
“R. B. Luther—Five acres, $418.53. 
‘“Bressel & Hemmerling — Twenty 
acres, $357.95, for September delivery. 

‘William “Gebbert — Twelve acres, 
$227.28, for September delivery, about 
half the crop. 

“The total October delivery will 
amount to 1700 tons, which at the esti- 
mated price of $5 per ton, will bring 
$8500. e August payment amounted 
to $13,335.78; September, $14,254.98; total, 
$27,590.26. With the October beets in 
the total return will be between $35,000 
and $36,000.”’

WEATHER BUREAU. 


A Forecast Office a Necessity 
Here. 


Inspector Bate, of the Signal Service in the 
City—The Government's Desire to 
Constantly Improve the Pa- 
cific Coast Service. 


Inspector H. C. Bate, of the weather 
service, arrived in the city Friday and 
is making an ‘inspection of the local 
office. Maj. Bate is one of the staff of 
three inspectors under charge of 
Prof. Harrington, chief of the Weather 
Bureau, and has spent two months on 
the Coast looking after the different 
stations from Tatoosh Island, the most 
northwesterly station, to Los Angeles. 


Tenn., and is 
of that State. The major is a genial 
gentleman, and is an instructive talker 
on an otherwise dry subject, the 
weather. He has mastered the vari- 
ous branches incident to this very im- 
portant part of the Agricultural De- 
partment, and from his own personal 
observations he says the Pacific Coast 
is clearly entitled to first-class service. 
The Weather Bureau now seems to 
fully understand this, and under the 
present administration of Prof. Har- 
rington, this branch of the service has 
been brought up to a state of efficiency 
equal to that in any other part 
the United States. A great deal of at- 
tention has been bestowed on the Pu- 
get Sound district, where the Govern- 
ment owns and operates a telegraph 
line from the lighthouse at Cape Flat- 
tery to the principle station on the 
mainland. This has not only been 
found a prime necessity, but, Maj. 
Bate says, the line should be extended 
so that early forecasts could be 
given. Most of the storms in the 
United States originate at the con- 
junction of the Japan warm current 
and the Alaska cold currents in the 
Pacific Ocean. Great condensation 
here takes place which induces a state 
of atmospheric ‘disturbance’ that al- 
most invariably moves eastward and 
enters the United States by. way of 
Puget Sound. These storms are com- 
paratively mild until they cross the 
Rocky Mountains, when they increase 
in severity until they lose themselves 
in the Atlantic. The usual path fol- 
lowed across the continent is between 
the 40th and 50th parallels of latitude. 
During the summer these storms usu- 
ally travel within the natural swath 
of desolate country extending along 
the southern boundary of British Col- 
umbia, until deflected by tpe open 
prairies of the Middle Western States. 
In the winter the storms, although en- 
tering at the same place, take a more 
southerly course, and the “tail 


Around Puget Sound the Signal Ser- 
vice is now regarded with such great 
confidence that captains of vessels are 
generally instructed by owners not to 
disregard the cautionary signals. Not 
only are captains now instructed to 
watch signals, but also to act accord- 
ing to the Weather Bureau's indica- 
tions. 

Inspector .Bate says he has found 
the service in excellent shape all along 
the Coast. and that he discovered no 
neglect of duty at any of the stations. 
Maj. Bate also says Prof. Harrington 
is desirous of keeping the service up 
to the highest standard possible with 
the means at his command, and any 


Suggestions for improvement sent 
to him will receive careful at- 
tention. There have been as- 


saults made upon the administration of 
the Weather Service on this Coast, but 
Maj. Bate ascribes these entirely to 
personal motives, and not warranted 
by the facts. The major says that 
with our constantly increasing agri- 
cultural interests, a first-class fore- 
cast office is a necessity here, and the
